Many Killed As 
Peron Returns 
To Argentina 
BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
CAP) — Argentine strongman 
Juan D. Peron spent his first 
night home from exile under 
tight security after gunfire left 
13 persons dead by official 
count and more than 250 
wounded in a huge welcoming 
crowd. 
Peron and his third wife, Isa­ 
bel, were at the official presi­ 
dential residence in suburban 
Olivos. Security measures there 
were stricter than those around 
his chalet in another neighbor­ 
hood. 
The former dictator planned, 
to hold a news conference 
tonight. 
The violence erupted Wednes­ 
day morning when gunfire 
crackled through a throng of 
two 
million 
gathered near 
Buenos Aires airport to greet 
the 77-year-old leader.

Nixon, Brezhnev To Sign 
Nuclear Agreement Today

CAMP DAVID, Md. (AP) — 
President Nixon and Soviet 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev will 
sign today an ‘agreement on 
principles' regarding limitation 
on nuclear offensive weapons, 
White House spokesman Ronald 
L. Ziegler said. 
The agreement, to be signed 
in midafternoon in the White 
House East Room in Washing­ 
ton, will outline basic principles 
of negotiation for U.S. and So­ 
viet negotiators at the now-re­ 
cessed Strategic Arms Limita­ 
tion Talks—SALT—in Geneva. 
Z egler said Nixon and Brezh­ 
nev put the finishing touches on 
their agreement late in the eve­ 
ning Wednesday in their sum­ 
mit talks here. 
He said the President and the 
Communist leader, at the same 
time, will sign a second agree­ 
ment between their two coun­ 
tries “on scientific and techni­ 
cal cooperation in the peaceful 
uses of atomic energy.'’ 
The announcement came as 
Nixon and Brezhnev prepared 
for their fourth day of direct 
talks. 
They were to get together at 
11 a.m. after meeting first pri­ 
vately with top aides. 
Nixon and Brezhnev, who 
came to this presidential re­ 
treat 75 miles northwest of 
Washington 
Tuesday 
night, 
spent most of Wednesday after­ 
noon and evening talking about 
international issues and the 
stalled efforts to achieve per­ 
manent limitations on their 
countries’ massive nuciear ar­ 
senals. 
As they began Wednesday’s 
session, Brezhnev told news­ 
men that his talks with Nixon 
“without question,” would pro­ 
duce “good results.” 
The agreement giving in­ 
structions to the Geneva SALT 
negotiators is not a treaty, but 
is considered essential to get 
the stalled arms limitations 
talks moving again.

Sky lab Crew Will Return 
To Earth Tomorrow A. M. 


By HOWARD BENEDICT 
AP Aerospace Writer 
SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(AP) — Skylab’s astronauts 
quietly and efficiently put their 
space station in order today as 
they prepared to return to 
earth Friday at the end of a 
record 28-dav mission.

P. Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz 
cleaned the house-size labora­ 
tory, getting it ready for the 
Skylab 2 crew that is to visit 


the station for 56 days starting 
July 27. 
At their request, the astro­ 
nauts' were up an hour early to­ 
day, at 2 a.m. EDT, to com­ 
plete the two-day deactivation 
of the lab. Included was trans­ 
fer of film, tapes and other ex­ 
periment equipment into the 
Apollo ferry ship. 
By 6 a.m., before most Amer­ 
icans were up. they were eating 
lunch and were ahead of sched­ 
ule. 
Later, the capsule commu­ 
nicator was greeted with a 
cheer when he told the crew 
Supreme Court Reverses 
Soft Stand On Obscenity 
WASHINGTON (AP) - In a 
5-4 decision reversing a decade- 
1 o n g 
trend 
toward 
per­ 
missiveness, the Supreme Court 
gave the states much greater 
authority today to move against 
obscenity. 
In an opinion written by Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger, the 
court held: 
—Local community standards 
rather than national standards 
may be used in determining 
whether material is obscene 
and therefore not protected by 
the Constitution. 
—That juries and courts no 
longer need to find that mate­ 
rial is “utterly” without re­ 
deeming social value before 
they declare it obscene. 
Instead, Burger wrote, 'they 
may determine whether the 
work “taken as a whole lacks 
serious literary artistic, 'politi­ 
cal, or scientific value.” 
“Hard 
core” 
pornography 
was the target of Burger’s opin­ 
ion.

Higher Food, Gasoline, Clothing 
Prices Keep Living Costs Rising 
WASHINGTON (AP) — High 
er costs for food, clothing and 
g a s o l i n e pushed consumer 
prices up sharply again last 
month, the government report­ 
ed today. The increase was at a 
slightly slower rate than in 
April, however. 
The Labor Department’s Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics report­ 
ed. the rise in the cost of living 
in May at six tenths of one per 
cent. This works out to an an­ 
nual rate of 7.2 per cent, down 
from the 8.4 per cent annual 
rate of increase that was proj­ 
ected in April... 
In a separate report, the bu­ 
reau said the purchasing power 
of workers declined last month 
because of price increases. 
Food again acounted for a 
big rise in the cost of living, 
increasing nine-tenths of 1 per 
cent in May to a level 14.5 per 
cent above a year ago. On a 
seasonally adjusted basis, gro­ 
cery prices rose 1.1 per cent in 
May, off from the 1.3 per cent 
jump the previous month and a 
record 3 per cent boost in 
March. 
The 
over-all food 
index, 
which includes* food purchased 
in grocery stores and restau­ 
rants, jumped 1.1 per cent in 
May seasonally adjusted. This 
followed, increases of 1.4 per 
cent in April and 2.4 per cent in 
March. 
However, the bureau, said 
meat prices dropped one-tenth 
of 1 per cent unadjusted, re­ 
flecting in part the effects' of 
the ceiling on meat prices or­ 
dered by the administration in 
March. 
The consumer price report 
followed a gloomy report from 
the 
Agriculture 
Department 
earlier in the week predicting 
food prices will average 12 per 
cent higher this year despite 


the 60-<iay price freeze and 
President Nixon’s promise of 
new Phase 4 controls. The ef­ 
fects of the 60-day price freeze 
will not begin to show in the 
consumer price report until 
July’s report in June prices. 
The total consumer price in­ 
dex, 
including 
food, 
other 
goods and services, increased 
at a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 8.7 per cent in the final 
three months of Phase 3 con­ 
trols. This was an acceleration 
from the four per cent annual 
rate in the final three months 
of Phase 2 which ended in 
January. In the full 14 months 
ol Phase 2, the annual rate of 
price increases held to 3.8 per 
cent.

Sex Segregation 
In Ads Upheld 
WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
sharply divided Supreme Court 
today held that laws prohibiting 
sex segregation in newspaper 
want ads do not violate the 
First Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution. 
The 5*4 decision upheld an or­ 
der by the Pittsburgh Human 
Relations

barred the Pittsburgh Press Co. 
from designating jobs in its 
want-ad column by gender pref­ 
erence.

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METAMORA HAS RESURGENCE 
During the canal era in Indiana start­ 
ing in the late 1830s, Metamora was an 
important point on the Whitewater Ca­ 
nal for freight and passenger traffic. 
However, shipping by canal was super­ 
seded by the arrival of locomotives, 
known as “iron horses.” 
Soldiers from Franklin County entered 
military sendee by a canal trip and came 
back from the Civil War on railroads. 
Thereafter, for over a century Meta­ 
mora was relegated to the status of a 
quiet village. 
A change has occurred in recent years, 
due to widespread public interest in ca­ 
nal and restoration projects. 
It was on Oct. 23, 1941 that the late 
John P. Goodwin assembled a group from 
this section of Indiana in the interest of 
restoration of the Whitewater Canal. 
As the result, the Whitewater Canal 
Association of Indiana was incorporated 
as a non-profit organization. 
This group encountered numerous 
problems, including the condition of the 
canal, the aqueduct and the feeder dam, 
the acquisition of land, negotiations with 
the railroad in the area and appropri­ 
ation of limited funds from successive 
sessions of the state legislature. 
However, during a 30-year period con­ 
siderable was accomplished. 
However, without the services of the 
non-profit corporation which Mr. Good­ 
win headed, there might not have been 
any restoration. This newspaper suggest­ 
ed earlier that a small park adjacent to 
the canal should be named the “Goodwin 
Park” in recognition of the services of 
John P. Goodwin. 
Statewide interest attended the dedi­ 
cation of the restored grist mill at the 
Whitewater State Canal Memorial on 
Thursday, June 14 by Gov. Otis R. Bow­ 
en. Other portions of the old grist mill 
will house the new Metamora Museum, 
also dedicated by Gov. Bowen. 
Whole wheat flour and wheat grits are 
being produced for sale, in addition to 
stone-ground corn meal. 
Simulating a canal boat, the Valley 
Belle, a motorized launch, for several 
years has made daily trips during the 
summer months from th° dock on Co­ 
lumbia Street in Metamora through the 
covered Duck Creek aqueduct to Lock 
24. When repairs are completed there, 
the launch will be able to make trips two 
miles farther downstream to Twin Locks. 
In 1946, the Indiana Department of 
Natural Resources acquired 14 miles of 
the Whitewater Canal from the feeder 
dam at Laurel to below Metamora. While 
other projects are planned, the depart­ 
ment has restored Lock 24 as well as the 
picturesque wooden acqueduct. 
Meanwhile, the Metamora area has be­ 
come a tourist center, which has some 
30 stores with merchandise which ap­ 
peals to visitors, including hand-made 
articles requiring craftsmanship. 
Metamora is distinctive through the 
fact that the old town has been preserv­ 
ed and restored and the newer part of 
the town is located across the canal. 
While the shops have daily visitors, the 
peak crowds arrive during weekends and 
holidays. 
No longer is Metamora a quiet village. 
It has become the center of a thriving 
tourist business. 
This change was made possible by the 
efforts of the Whitewater Canal Associ­ 
ation of Indiana coupled with the vision 
of possibilities of this restoration by per­ 
sonnel of the Indiana Department of 
Natural Resources. 
Metamora forms a striking example of 
what can be achieved through a restora­ 
tion project which is closely linked to an 
important period in Indiana history.

The insuranee industry in 
Indiana is so huge, complicated 
and diverse, that the average 
consumer does not have a fair 
shake in deciding on the policy 
he wants, according to Lloyd 
M. Allen. 
The former two-term Mayor 
of South Bend, former Judge, 
was named to head the trouble 
plagued Indiana Department of 
Insurance by Governor Otis R. 
Bowen. Allen had been a Bowen 
supporter 
w’hen 
Edgar 
D. 
Whitcomb won the Republican 
nomination 
by 
a 
narrow 
margin, and again when Dr. 
Bowen won. 
Governor Bowen re-appointed 
Oscar Ritz as Commissioner. 
The four years under his ad­ 
ministration had been problem 
free, and led Jack E. Reich, 
President of American United 
Life Insurance Company to 
o b s e r v e : “The department 
enjoys the respect of both the 
industry it examines and the 
public it serves.” 
An inappropriate refund was 
made to one company, there 
was an investigation, and Ritz 
resigned although not directly 
involved. Allen told me: “I 
wouldn’t be so presumptious as 
to say that I have all of the 
problems in the department 
straightened out yet. I related 
to the Governor and to in­ 
surance groups that there were 
several problems as I saw it. 
One of the major problems as 
I saw it was the lack of clear 
cut lines of authority, really a 
problem. I hope that I have 
developed 
an 
organizational 
structure that made a step 
forward in trying to solve that 
problem.” 
First organized in 1935 and 
reorganized in 1945, the In­ 
surance Department is charged 
with 
the 
responsibility 
of 
e x a m i n i n g every company 
authorized to do business in the 
state every three years. Indiana 
belongs to a national association 
made up of Insurance Com­ 
missioners, and we exchange 
i n f o r m a t i o n from such 
examinations, accepting those 
made by other states. 
A l l e n 
noted 
that 
the 
association had requested the 
industry to provide $500,000 for 
an 
indepth study of the 
examining and auditing func­ 
tions. He said: “We need to 
take a good look at the kind 
of training we are giving our 
examining and auditing per­ 
sonnel. I feel that a lot of 
examiners 
are 
not 
really 
equipped to look behind the 
electronic data processing in­ 
formation.” 
One positive move has been 
to change the name of the 
C o m p l a i n t department to 
Consumer Services. Allen said: 
I hope that wc are going to 
develop some things that are 
much beyond just responding to 
isolated complaints. It is my 
judgment that most of the 
consumer problems in insurance 
are born of misunderstanding. 
We ought to be developing af­ 
firmative programs calculated 
to help the consumer un­ 
derstand what insurance is all 
about, what to expect from 
insurance, danger signals to 
watch for.” 
The Pennsylvania Insurance 


Department developed a con­ 
sumer's 
guide 
giving 
cost 
comparisons and differences 
between policies. Indiana may 
follow the lead. Allen observed: 
“The average consumer is not 
in a position to make cost 
comparisons, because he is not 
really able to relate what he 
is buying to that cost. While 
there is a certain amount of 
standardization 
in 
policies, 
there are an infinite number of 
variables. For this reason, I 
don't think anyone questions 
that the insurance industry 
must be regulated, and if it 
must, you ought to have as good 
of a regulatory body as you can 
possibly get.” 
When the Insurance Depart- 
m e n t 
was 
created, 
the 
legislature imposed a premium 
tax on companies to pay the 
cost 
of 
administration. 
It 
became the third largest source 
of state revenue and now goes 
i n t o 
the 
General 
Fund, 
producing $39 million in fiscal 
1 9 7 1- 72. The competitive 
premium tax, along with “our 
tax structure in the state being 
competitive with other states,” 
was credited in part by Allen 
for attracting a large number 
of Insurance Home Offices. 
Alien believes “no fault is 
going to come,” and that “our 
system of financial respon­ 
sibility has not worked.” He has 
not studied the problems in­ 
volved to come to personal 
conclusions, but feels the In­ 
surance 
Department 
should 
“generate our own legislative 
program.”

acute with the advent of no 
fault, variable life, and all of 
the new concepts of insurance.” 
Look for a more active role 
from this department under 
AUen.

stations. 
It’s the first such sports 
event—aside from those held 
during President Nixon’s trip to 
mainland China—covered by an 
American TV company since 
NBC filmed the now-famous 
table tennis matches between 
U.S. and Chinese teams in 
April 1971. 
The basketball battles are be­ 
tween a 12-man team of U.S. 
collegiate stars and the Chinese 
national men’s team. A wom­ 
an's championship team from 
John F. Kennedy College in 
Waboo, Neb., also is on the tour 
and 
will 
compete 
against 
China’s national women’s team. 
The TVS network, which got 
permission from the govern­ 
ment of mainland China to tape 
the first game for showing in 
the United States, has special­ 
ized in covering U.S. collegiate 
sports since the mid-1960s. 
TVS Vice President Alan Lu- 
bcll said his company will go to 
Moscoy to cover the World 
University Games which run 
Aug. 15-25. Often called the 
"collegiate 
Olympics,” 
the 
games, involving U.S. college 
athletes, will include basket­ 
ball, fencing, gymnastics and 
wrestling, among other sports. 
Lubell said there’ll be about 
a total of 10 hours of Moscow 
games that TVS teams will 
transmit for prime-time broad­ 
casting on about 175 U.S. sta­ 
tions between Aug. 15 and 26. 
Most of it will be shown on the 
weekends. 
He said TVS initially wanted 
to broadcast live-via-satellite 
coverage of the basketball 
matches in mainland China, but 
the Chinese government vetoed 
the idea for reasons they didn’t 
fully explain.

The 
classes, 
he 
said, teach students to stop be­ 
hind. crosswalks. Schultz con­ 
tends that the stopping point is 
too far back from the inter­ 
section to afford the driver a 
clear view of both, directions. 
“ You should stop before the 
crosswalk, if there are pedestri­ 
ans waiting to cross. But in 
most, cases, the ideal, place to 
stop is in front, of the crosswalk 
and just beyond the curb line. 
You can see clearly in both di­ 
rections,” Schultz says. 
He said there is a total dis­ 
regard 
for teaching accident 
prevention techniques at inter­ 
sections. One of the most popu­ 
lar textbooks on driver educa­ 
tion, Schultz said, devotes only 
two paragraphs to procedures 
at intersections.

You Can Buy Gasoline On A Trip 
With Sharp Eyes And Full WaRet

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
A 
motorist just back from a 1,950- 
mile, extended weekend round- 
trip from Washington to cental 
Florida finds you can keep your 
gasoline tank filled if your eyes 
are sharp and wallet full. 
The roadsides along one of 
the nation’s most traveled va­ 
cation routes are dotted with 
closed service stations and big 
price signs that don’t boast the 
price anymore. 
But cars haven’t yet started 
running out of fuel along the 
road, and, traffic at gasoline 
pumps doesn’t seem different 
from usual. Evidence of the 
purported gasoline shortage is 
spotty. 
The worst spot encountered 


was in Santee, S.C., where a 
lengthy stretch of Interstate 95 
comes to an end. 
The regular gasoline at a 
Shell station cost 42.9 cents a 
gallon on Friday. 
Across the street on Monday, 
an Exxon dealer was out of 
regular and selling premium 
for 44.9, limit eight gallons per 
car. An American Oil dealer 
sharing common cash, register 
facilities with the Exxon man 
was selling his regular for 44.9 
and premium for 49.9. 
Down the street, a private la­ 
bel station advertised regular 
for 36.9. But a hand-scrawled 
sign on the regular pumps said 
“ sorry, out of gas.” The pre­ 
mium cost 44:,9. 
Best available price spotted 


along the route for regular gas 
was 36.9. At a Shell station in 
Wilson, N.C., a driver could 
buy gasoline at that price by 
inserting dollar bills into a de 
vice on the pump and filling his 
own tank.

retail, 
prices, 
in­ 
cluding gasoline, is being open- 
iy disregarded by some sta­ 
tions. 
In a Virginia suburb of 'Wash­ 
ington, a 12-pump independent 
station was selling regular for 
38.9 the 
morning of Nixon’s 
June 13 speech. That evening, 
just before the President spoke, 
the price was 40.9. 
Nixon’s order provided that 
prices be held to their June 1-8 
highs. But a week later, that 
station still was selling its regu­ 
lar for 40.9. A nearby station 
that went up a penny to 39.9 the 
day of Nixon’s speech, hasn’t 
withdrawn its increase, either.

one beautiful annual flower is 
actually good to eat. It to the 
nasturtium. 
In fact, the entire nasturtium 
plant — the stems, leaves, 
flowers 
and 
seeds — is 
delicious, says John A. Watt, 
Purdue University extension 
h o m e 
environment 
hor­ 
ticulturist. 
For sandwiches and salads, 
try the leaves. They impart a 
flavor similar to garden cress. 
'Or, for a different delectable 
treat, snap off the spur of a 
nasturtium flower and eat it. 
The combination of sweet nectar 
and mildly pungent flavor of the 
plant mingle to produce an 
unusual taste. 
And don’t forget the reed. The 
large 
pea-iikc 
seeds 
are 
especially good for snacks. Just 
clean and store in a bottle with 
freshly boiled vinegar. Seal and 
store until you are ready for 
a treat. 
Nasturtiums are available in 
dwarf types as well as those 
which are ideal for trellises, 
reminds Wott They love sun 
and soil which is not too rich. 
'Hie flowers are either yellow, 
orange or red. Hummingbirds 
find nasturtium beds a popular 
meeting place, but few pests 
bottler the bright green foliage. 


Remove and destroy diseased 
plaits and plant parts through 
the spring and summer, en­ 
c o u r a g e Extension plant 
p a t h o l o g i s t s st Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y .

pathologist. 
It is easily recognized by the 
a p p e a r a n c e of distorted, 
thickened and curled leaves 
with pronounced, red puckering, 
the plant pathologist adds. 
There is no chemical control 
at this time of year. But, af­ 
fected trees should receive an 
application of nitrogen fertilizer 
i m m e d i a t e 1 y to stimulate 
production of new leaves, Scott 
advises. This will help replace 
curl-infected leaves that will 
drop from the tree.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
The soaring price of soybeans 
on the international boards of 
trade has dramatically an­ 
nounced the world’s demand for 
more protein. It has also 
heralded the emergence last 
year of the nation’s new leading 
cash crop. 
Even as the soybean replaced 
corn as the most oft-traded 
farm commodity, it showed 
signs of becoming the Number 
One crop in at least 20 states 
where the total soybean acreage 
was gaining fast on com and 
cotton. Indeed, the top ten 
soybean producing states have 
created a “Soybean Belt’’ that 
stretches from the Canadian 
Border to the Gulf of Mexico 
right 
through 
the 
nation’s 
mid section. 
Ironically, this “bean-come- 
lately,” one of the most ver­ 
satile crops known to man, is 
b e i n g 
touted 
by 
some 
economists as the 'best UJS. 
resource to possibly balance the 
nation’s trade deficit, caused in 
part by our petroleum imports, 
that will amount to $4.2 billion 
this year, and possibly $18 
billion by I9601. 
A native of ancient China, the 
soybean received scant at­ 
tention until the turn of the 
century, but since then United 
States 
D e p a r t m e n t 
of 
Ag r I c u Mura 
and 
state 
agricultural experiment stations 
like Purdue University have 
developed some 10 varieties. 
Just about all of the varieties 
used in the U.S. have been 
developed since 1944. 
Last year, Purdue-developed 
varieties accounted for over 50 
per cent of the state’s 3,688,000 
acres of soybeans. Nationally, 
the state ranked fifth in total 
acreage and fourth in total 
soybean production worth $370 
million. Meanwhile, U.S. far­ 
mers were producing 45,755,000 
acres worth an estimated $5 
billion. 
This year, while Hoosier 
farmers are planting about 
4,114,000 acres of soybeans 
Purdue has a dozen major 
s o y b e a n research projects 
underway with a total funding 
of around $153,761. The projects 
include studies of soybeans in 
relation to soil fertility, weeds, 
diseases, seed quality, yields,

double-cropping, hail dam,age 
and harvesting methods. 
At Purdue, the overall goal 
of soybean research, explains 
James R. Wilcox, Jr., one of 
the U.S. D. A.-Purdue soybean 
researchers in the Department 
of Agronomy, is to improve 
p r o d u c t i o n efficiency. This 
includes three specific ob­ 
jectives — improving yields, 
preventing disease and insect 
losses, 
and 
increasing 
the 
protein, content of the beans1. 
“We are after a lot of other 
things, too,” 
Wilcox 
adds. 
“Things like resistances to 
lodging, shattering and seed 
diseases, and more information 
about the different maturity 
zones across the U.S..” 
So far, research has out­ 
distanced the farmer in the race 
for 
higher 
yields. 
Purdue 
agronomists point out that some 
producers have managed to 
consistently get over 56 bushels 
per acre, and that nearly all 
growers 
could 
average 
40 
bushels per acre by giving more 
attention to the crop. 
“It’sr not a ’yield barrier’,” 
W i l c o x 
says. 
“It’s 
a 
psychological barrier. Farmers 
neglect their soybean crops in 
favor of corn, pastures and just 
about everything else." 
Soybean growers could get a 
16 per cent improvement over 
last year’s state average of 32 
bushels per acre just by going 
to narrower rows,” says Marvin 
Swearingin, Purdue agronomist. 
He said that instead of planting 
in rows 26, 38 and 40 inches 
apart, soybean caq be produced 
in 30-inch rows', thereby in­ 
creasing the number of plants 
and total yield per acre. 
Swearingin also explains that 
too often the soybean crop goes 
on the farmer’s poorer soil 
because it will grow with little 
or no additional fertilization,. 
However, to produce well the 
plant usually needs additional 
potassium and phosphorus*. (A 
legume, it takes its nitrogen 
from the air.) 
The soy-bean is flexible, too. 
Growers Can plant their bean 
crop anytime between mid-April 
and early July. In sonic areas 
of the state, beans can be 
planted after wheat is harvested 
in late June or early July, 
enabling grower* 'to get two 
crops a year from the same 
field. 
The length of the day, or 
photoperiod, is perhaps the 
most critical factor in soybean 
production. Wilcox explains that 
a 13 14 hours of daylight causes 
the plant to bloom. If the 
soybean is planted too early, 
the daylength in late April and 
May will cause the plant to 
bloom permatureiy before it has 
made enough vegetative growth. 
When planted too late, fall 
frosts may damage the im­ 
mature crop or rain can bring 
about damage to the unhar­ 
vested crop. Shattering — when 
the beans fall, to the ground — 
also reduces yields. 
Two other prime factors are 
moisture 
and 
temperature. 
Soybeans 
generally 
prosper 
where corn and cotton do well, 
particularly in the Midwest and 
the Mid south, and in the 
Piedmont region farther east. 
West of the Missouri River in 
the wheat belt soybeans do not 
produce 
well 
because 
of 
inadequate moisture. Neither do 
they perform well further north 
in Canada. 
Diseases are less of a threat 
to soybeans than to some other 
crops’, although some authorities

say there are no less than 50 
that can damage the plant. Of 
primary concern in Indiana are 
phytophthora root rot, brown 
stem rot, and pod and stem 
blight. 
F i v e 
Purdue 
developed 
varieties — Amaoy 71, Beeson, 
Call and, Culter 71 and Wells — 
are resistant to Race One of 
the root rot. However, a new 
race has been detected in neigh­ 
boring Ohio and may appear 
for the first time in. Indiana, 
this year. Researchers have not 
yet had time to breed resistance 
to this new root rot into the 
plants. 
Developing resistance in the 
soybean plant can. be a. long, 
t e d i o u s 
process. 
Purdue 
researchers have been working 
for ten years on a variety that 
will be resistant to brown stem 
rot, but they don’t expect it to 
be available for another five 
years. Similarly, plant scientists 
at the Ohio State University and 
Purdue have been seeking pod 
and stem blight for six or eight 
years. 
Another 
major 
thrust 
of 
Purdue’s research has been to 
increase the protein content of 
soybeans. Two Purdue varieties, 
Protana, released in 1969, and 
Bonus, released in 1971, contain 
?bout 43 per cent protein. Both 
suffer from lowered yields and 
a 
lack of buyer interest. 
“'There's just no market, for 
high protein soybeans in the 
U.S.,” Wilcox laments. 
Then 
too, 
the 
soybean’s 
protein is not readily available 
to most animals. The beans 
contain 
a 
trypsin 
enzyme 
inhibitor that prevents digestion 
of the protein. Cooking destroys 
the inhibitor, but few livestock
